This former news- 
man now teaches a course on the 
assassination at the University of 
Texas at Arlington. 



Malcolm Summers 

Summers witnessed die shooting 
from the south side of Elm. across 
from where Abraham Zapnidcr cap- 
tured the assassination on film. 



John Davis 

Davis is an authority on organized 
crime and has authored both Mafia 
Kingfish and The Kennedy's. 



Robert Grodcn 

Co-author of High Treason , Groden 
created the famous optical enhance- 
ment of the Zapruder film. He testi- 
fied extensively before the House 
Select Committee on Assassinations. 



Dr. Cvril H. Wecht 

Both a lawyer and a doctor, Wecht 
was the first person to view autopsy 
X-rays and photographs when the 
restriction period expired in 1971. 



Larrv Harris 

Harris is an expert on the murder of 
Officer J.D. Tippit minutes after JFK 
was shot. He co-authored Coverup 
and is co-director of the JFK Assassi- 
nation Information Center. 



Mary Ferrell 

A legal secretary. Ferrell is one of die 
country's most respected assassina- 
tion researchers.
